‘THANKSGIVING 


Island In 


Civilizations On Lonely 


Bering Sea 


JUNEAU, Alaska, Aug. 15.—The 
life story of successive waves of 
civilization which crossed the island 
stepping stones between Asia and 


America is being traced on lonely 
St. Lawrence island in the Bering 
Sea 


The story—told in human skele- 
tons, animal bones and broken 
utensils—is being preserved § in 
paraffin. The work was described 
in a letter from the expedition 
headed by the noted Alaskan 
archaeologist. Dr. Otto Geist 


Aided by 30 or 40 Eskimo labor- 
ers from nearby Savoonga, the 
scientists are excavating skeletal 
remains and carefully brushing 


| 


them with melted paraffin to pre- 
serve them for shipping to research 
laboratories. 

Having removed much of the 
over burden and remains of com- 
paratively recent eras in the eight 
past annual expeditions, the party 
this summer uncovered a layer of 
ancient culture antedating the dis- 
covery of the island by Captain 
Commander Vitus Bering on St 
Lawrence's Day, Aug. 21 (10th, old 
style) 1728. 

The immigrants crossed ever in 
seven successive waves, Dr. Geist 
believes, between Asia and Amer- 
ica. Some earlier civilizations were 
of a higher culture than some of 
the later ones, he has determined.

Conquest Of Poverty 


By G. G. McGEER

During the last seventy years, any sugges- 
tion that money and credit could and should be 
submitted to a banking organization answer- 
able to the nation and the people under the 
stewardship of public service has been ridiculed 
and swept aside with the same finality that an 
intelligent people would offer to a proposal that 
the government should manage the weather. 
Gold was established as a god. Bankers and 
financiers were established as the high priests 
in a religion that worshipped usury as a sacred 
rite 

Monetary reformers were jeered at as 
heretics and sneered at as the stupid emulators 
of an impractical Christ. They were treated 
contumaciously by thé sons of Judas who still 
roam the earth to plague the peace of man. 
Press, church leaders and subservient politicians 
joined in the general conspiracy to lead human- 
ity in the worship of false gods. Leaders in 
every walk of life were willing to sacrifice 
everything to men now known to be wolves in 
sheep's clothing who were coldly preparing and 
planning the sacrifice of our civilization and our 
faith in God on the altar of unpayable debt 

Here and there individuals saw the danger, 
but, like Arthur Kitson, they warned and 
pleaded in vain. When the late Woodrow Wil- 
son in 1911 publicly declared: 

“The great monopoly of this country is 
the money monopoly. So long as that exists, 
our old variety and freedom and individual 
energy of development are out of the ques- 
tion. The growth of the nation and all our 
activities are in the hands of a few men 
who, by reason of their limitations 
chill, check and destroy genuine economic 
freedom.”

Blind- 
ly believing in the leadership of bankers and 
financiers, the public waited in patience until 
confidence in the bankers gave way to open 
suspicion 

During the last five years a complete change 
in the attitude of every one towards money and 
the monetary system has taken place. In no 
class, group or individual was the change of 
attitude so complete and outstanding as that 
which appears when the utterances of ex- 
President Hoover made in 1928 are contrasted 
with his public address of 1932. In 1928 Mr. 
Hoover publicly declared: 


“We in America today are nearer to the 
final triumph over poverty than ever before 
in the history of any land... We have not 
yet reached the goal, but given a chance to 
8° forward with the policies of the last eight 
years, we shal] soon, with the help of God, 
be in sight of the day when poverty shall 
be banished from the nation.” 

There is no reason doubt Mr. Hoover's 
sincerity or his conscientious belief in the truth

As a matter of fact, if cucum- 
bers are eaten properly, they 
will be digested perfectly without producing 
belching. 
| Another common symptom of digestive dis- 
orders is that symptom which the patient refers 
to as: Heartburn. By this he means a sour, 
burning fluid, with a bitter taste, which rises in 
the throat after meals. When this symptom is 
noticeable it becomes a warning that you have 
; eaten unwisely or too well. Heartburn may be 
banished by adopting better habits of cating.

QUESTION—Mrs. Amanda G. inquires: “I 
am accustomed to taking two or three glasses 
of water with each meal. My neighbor, who 
reads your column, says you do not recommend 
this.

ANSWER—As a general rule, it is prefer- 
able to do your water drinking between meals 
If you drink water with meals, there is a decided 
temptation to wash down mouthfuls of food 
with the water, without thoroughly chewing the 
food before swallowing. Also, large amounts of 
water with meals will have the effect of dilut- 
ing the digestive juices of the stomach, making 
them proportionately weaker than they would

NO MORE DICTATORSHIP 
rOR CANADA 


When Rt. Hon. W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King, leader of the Lib- 
eral Party of Canada, says that 
dictatorship will end in this 


country on the election of a gov- 
ernment over which he will pre- 
side--as he said at Kingston last 
night—he as:ures the public that 
Liberalism is its sure shield 
against Fescism, Hitlerism and 
Communism His party will not 
tolerate bureaucracy or dictator- 
ship in any form; its battle cry 
during the coming election cam- 
paign will be the restoration of 
responsible government and the 
full restoration of civil liberties 
which, after all, form the essence 
of real democracy 

In his Kingston speech yester- 
day, Mr. King suggested that 
Canadians ask themselves if they 
wanted their country to become 
a second Italy, a second Germany 
or a second Russia. There is 
nothing fantastic about the in- 
quiry Mr. King advocates, in the 
light of the record of the Ben- 
nett government during the last 
five years. That record includes 
the famous “blank cheque” leg- 
irlation which took away from 
Parliament the right to name the 
sum to be appropriated for re- 
lief purposes from time to time 
a procedure which was not re- 
linquished even in the war years 
of two decades ago—and vested 
complete authority in the Prime 
Minister and his cabinet. Here 
are Fascist-Nazi-Communist prin- 
ciples rolled into one. The se-

A similar autocratic course was 
the making of tariffs by execu- 
tive. action only.
